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LiTTLEHALE  GENEALOGY. 


FIEST  GENEEATION  IN  AMERICA. 

RiCHAKD  LiTTLEHALE,  passenger  on  the  "Mary  and  John," 
took  the  oath  of  supremacy  and  allegiance  to  pass  for  New 
England  in  1633.  Supposed  that  he  wintered  in  Ipswich;  went 
from  there  to  Newbury,  where  there  was  an  allotment  of  land 
made  to  him  on  the  "little  hilP'  in  1637.  In  1640,  he  with  eleven 
other  men,  went  up  the  Merrimac  river  to  Haverhill,  and  bought 
a  large  lot  of  land  from  the  Indians.  lie  was  Clerk  of  the  Writs, 
or  Town  Clerk  of  Haverhill,  from  1640  to  1663.  He  married  in 
Haverhill,  November  15th,  1647,  Mary  Lancton,  and  had  twelve 
children.

SECOND  GENERATION. 

John,  oldest  son  of  Richard,  was  killed  in  the  massacre  of 
Captain  Lathrop  and  his  command,  at  Muddy  Brook,  by  the 
Indians,  September  18,  1675.  Of  the  entire  command  of  ninety 
men  but  two  escaped.  They  were  scalped  and  left  for  dead  by 
the  Indians,  but  afterwards  recovered  and  made  their  way  to 
the  settlements. 

Richard,  second  son,  that  lived  to  grow  up,  of  Richard  and 
Mary,  married  Sarah  Collins,  of  Ipswich.    They  had  one  son.

of  Highways  in  1696  and  1698;  Constable,  1705:  Tithing  Man, 
1707  and  1709;  Surveyor  of  Highways,  March  6, 1716.  This  latter 
date  is  the  last  mention  made  of  Littlehales  in  the  Ipswich 
records.

Elizabeth,  oldest  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth,  married 
Ezekiel  Day,  in  Ipswich,  September  28,  1714. 

Elizabeth  Littlehale,  widow  of  Isaac,  married  John  Stacy, 
in  Ipswich,  November  5,  1720. 

Mary,  widow  of  Edmund  Bridges,  died  in  Ipswich,  October 
24,  1691.  She  was  widow  of  Richard  Littlehide,  of  Haverhill, 
when  she  married  Edmund  Bridges,  and  great  ancestress  of  all 
the  Littlehales  in  America.

He  had  by  Han- 
nah, according  to  the  records,  a  son,  Isaac  (Mli  generation),  born 
May  25,  1757,  and  died,  aged  nine  years,  in  1767.  There  is  also 
record  of  a  son,  William  Woodbury,  born  to  widow  Hannah 
Littlehale,  December  7,  1759,  who  died  September  5,  1761.  The 
record  at  Pelham  states  that  Isaac  Littlehale,  son- of  John  and 
Hannah,  died  in  1757,  aged  41  years.  His  widow,  Hannah,  mar- 
ried Ebenezer  Kichardson,  March  29,  1762. 

Ezra,  fourth  son  of  John  and  Hannah,  also  removed  to  Pel- 
ham.     He  married,  about  1750,  Lydia '.     He  was  a  soldier 

during  the  French  and  Indian  war,  and  died  away  from  home — 
killed  or  died  in  Canada  previous  to  or  during  the  year  1760. 

John,  third  son  of  John  and  Hannah,  married  Lucy  Rich- 
ardson, of  Dracut,  March  29,  1770,  and  had  tliree  children  (5th 
generation). 

Lucy,  born  February  27,  1771.

There  is  no  further  record  of  these  children,  and  as  there 
is  a  tradition  in  the  Littlehale  family  that  there  were  some  chil- 
dren stolen  by  the  Indians  about  this  time,  presume  these  are 
the  children. 

The  story  is  as  follows:  Two  little  boys  were  sent  to  the 
pasture  after  the  cows.  They  were  captured  and  detained  by 
the  Indians.  They  were  gone  so  long  that  their  mother  got 
anxious  and  went  after  them.  She  overheard  the  Indians  say, 
"Make  the  young  calves  bleat  and  the  old  cow  will  come."  She 
immediately  returned  home  aftd  escaped  the  snare.  Tlie  chil- 
dren were  taken  to  Canada;  some  years  after  the  oldest  re- 
turned to  Tyngsboro,  but  had  become  so  used  to  the  habits  of 
a  wild  life,  that  he  went  back  to  the  Indians. 

Abraham,  5th  son  of  John  and  Hannah,  married  Mary 
Stearns,  of  district  of  Dracut,  June  7,  1744.  He  removed  to 
Dunstable  about  the  year  1750. 

James,  sixth  son  of  John  and  JIannah,  married  Hannah  Ja- 
(luitte,  and  settled  on  Wicasee  Island,  in  the  Merrimac  river. 
Although  he  had  the  best  title  to  the  Island,  he  was  dispos- 
sessed by  the  Tyngs,  after  a  long  law  suit.

There  is  also  a  brook 
in  Pelham,  New  Hampshire,  which  is  still-known  as  "Littlehale's 
brook,"  and  has  no  other  name.  Two  families  of  Littlehales 
lived  and  died  there— Isaac  and  Ezra's.  '  There  is  no  descend- 
ant of  either  family  known  to  be  living.  There  are  none  now, 
and  have  not  been  any  of  the  name  in  Pelham  for  more  than  one 
hundred  years.
